Nicholas Robert, a native of Langres, was born in the 
early years of the 17th century. As a painter and 
engraver he specialized in flower studies and attained a 
skill never surpassed, by reason of an accuracy which was 
of the greatest service to botanists, together with exquisite 
tone. The ladies of the Court, led by Henri IV’s Queen, 
were manifesting an interest in embroidery, and it was to 
furnish them with models that Vallet published his 
famous book of flowers. The supreme manifestation of 
the ladies’ interest was the celebrated manuscript ‘ La 
Guirlande de Julie,” and it was Robert who painted the 
flowers around Jarry’s calligraphy. Louis XIV later 
employed him as a painter of flowers on vellum.
